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Schools need of money 
in hands of voters 


The future of Lee County Schools 
is going to be in the hands of voters 
this November. On the fall ballot will 
be the question of whether or not the 
schools should be allowed to raise an 
additional nickel on the property tax 
bills in the county. It affects automo¬ 
biles also, but primarily is an increase 
of five and a half cents per every $ 100 
of assessed value on property. 

According to information the 
schools obtained from the Property 
Valuation Administrator, the aver¬ 
age assessed value of Lee County 
property is $41,350. The additional 
.055 cents would add $22.74 a year to 
the tax bill. For property assessed at 
$100,000, the tax would be $55. 

In meetings, the school board has 
said that it needs the money so it can 
increase its bonding ability. An in¬ 
creased bonding ability would allow 
the schools to address renovation and 
construction needs. 

According to the 2013-2015 Lee 
County School District Facilities 
Plan, the most important need is 
$60,000 for renovation to the vo¬ 
cational school plus repaving the 
parking lots. 

Next is $4.8 million in renova¬ 
tion for the high school. It includes 
new heating and air conditioning, 


doors, windows, gutters and down¬ 
spouts, electrical, plumbing and fire 
protection systems, lights, ADA ac¬ 
cessibility to staff restrooms and to 
water fountains, internal fiber wiring, 
repaving all parking lots and interior 
finishes. 

Third most important is $2.7 million 
in renovations for the middle school. 
The needs are identical to those of the 
high school, and include an expansion 
of the library. 

Then there is the expansion and 
renovation of Southside Elementary. 
There are two phases planned, with 
the first costing approximately $3 
million. 

The school district has the bonding 
potential now to pay for that. 

Phase 2 is expected to cost around 
$6 million, and there is no bonding 
potential for it. 

According to Superintendent Dr. 
James Evans, Jr., if the nickel tax is 
not approved the renovations and the 
second phase for Southside will all 
be delayed, and can only be done in 
small pieces over a longer period of 
time. For the second phase of South- 
side, that means that the expansion of 
the cafeteria and gymnasium would 
have to wait. 

As students move from the Beat-

tyville Elementary to Southside the pressures 
on those two entities, the cafeteria and gym 
will show. The cafeteria could be in operation 
full time so that as one meal ends the next im¬ 
mediately begins. 

That crunch comes about, as all in the com¬ 
munity know, because of the closing of Beat¬ 
tyville Elementary. 

The state education department will not al¬ 
low Lee County to go into debt (sale of bonds) 
to renovate the old building, but it will allow 
the expansion of Southside. 


The longer the delay in moving all students 
into Southside leaves students in a building that 
has some serious issues. 

A recent Health Department inspection of 
Beattyville Elementary kitchen cited, “Floor 
needs repair throughout establishment, espe¬ 
cially at floor drains & near walk-ins.” 

With no money available for repairs, and a 
declining enrollment, the school board de¬ 
cided to go ahead with the move to just one

City gets Streetscape 
funding 

(jTovemor Steve Beshear announced Monday that Beattyville is to receive 
$663,863 in federal funding so it can complete Phase 3, the final phase, of 
its Streetscape Project. 

This phase begins at Rose Bros., and the Courthouse and continues on to 
the railroad underpass. Like the other two phases, the project will include 
new sidewalks, curbing, street lighting and improved storm drainage. 

The funding is through the federal Transportation Alternatives Program 
(TAP). TAP enables local governments to recoup as much as 80 percent of 
the cost of a project. The City of Beattyville will put $165,966 of its local 
funding toward the cost of the project. 

Some of that will have to be actual money, but some also will come in 
the form of in-kind work. 

(The photo at left shows Phase 2 where it ends just past Citizens Bank 
on the right. The final phase, Phase 3, is to begin at the trees in front of 
the Lee County Courthouse.) 


Lee one of hardest places to live 

Ijee County is one of six Kentucky counties to be considered one of the hardest places to live in 
the United States. 

Of the 10 counties in the country to make the New York Times list, Lee is included with Clay 
County (the most difficult in the country), Jackson County, Leslie County, Breathitt County and 
Magoffin County. 

The other four counties are: Humphreys County, Mississippi; East Carroll Parish, Louisiana; 
Jefferson County, Georgia; and, Lee County, Arkansas. 

The Upshot section of the Times used six factors to determine the difficulty of places to live. 
Those factors are: college education, household income, joblessness, disability rates, life expectancy 
and obesity. 

Census figures show that Lee County has 5.5 percent of its population who have a college degree, 
compared with 21 percent for the state. 

The county’s median household income is $22,789. The state median is $42,610. 

Lee County has 36.9 percent of its population living below the poverty level. The state average 
is 18.6 percent. 

According to Kentuckyhealthfacts.org, 38 percent of Lee County adults say they have less than 
good health. The state average is 23 percent.

In just the last five years 
(this school year included), 
enrollment has dropped in 
the district by 115 students. 

State money to school 
districts is based on a for¬ 
mula called Average Daily 
Attendance (ADA). That 
comes from the number of 
students enrolled and how 
many are in school daily 
across the school year. 

This funding is known 
as SEEK (Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky). 

SEEK funding for Lee 
County amounted to almost 
$400,000 this past school 
year. (The fiscal year just 
ended June 30, so exact 
numbers are not known.) 

That money is combined 
with locally produced rev¬ 
enue, which includes general 
property tax ($372,714), oil 
tax ($97,000), franchise tax¬ 
es $51,618, delinquent taxes 
($21,000), motor vehicle 
tax ($153,000) and utility 
taxes ($325,000). That to¬ 
tals a little over $1 million. 
(Again, the fiscal year is not 
yet closed out.) 

With enrollment drop¬ 
ping, the amount of money 
coming from the state has 
been steadily declining. 


At the same time, the 
school property tax rate of 
.29 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed value is the lowest in 
the state. 

“Our income has been 
dropping while our expenses 
have been increasing,” Evans 
said in an interview Tues¬ 
day. 

To deal with that, the dis¬ 
trict has reduced its most 
expensive cost - salaries. The 
number of certified employ¬ 
ees (teachers, administrators, 
etc.) has dropped from 84 in 
2009-2010 to 73 for this past 
school year. 

Total personnel during 
that period declined from 164 
to 138. 

If salaries and benefits 
averaged $40,000 per indi¬ 
vidual, that means the district 
has cut its cost by $1.04 mil¬ 
lion during that period. 

The reduction in staff 
has caused some programs 
to suffer. There is no longer 
a marching band. Teach¬ 
ers who are not experts in 
some areas are having to take 
on extra work so physical 
education and music can be 
provided in some way at the 
elementary schools. 

Other necessities have 
been delayed. 


All but nine of the 
district’s school buses have 
been depreciated out. The 
number of bus routes has 
declined from 20 to 15, 
thus removing five drivers 
from the pay and insurance 
rolls. 

Only one bus is to be 
bought for the next school 
year, though two are need¬ 
ed, including one for special 
needs students. 

Transportation Director 
Ray Shuler said Tuesday 
that 11 years ago a bus cost 
$50,000. They now go for 
$95,000. 

A glance at General 
Fund expenses shows that 
salaries make up 80 percent. 
The General Assembly has 
mandated a one percent 
increase for all school em¬ 
ployees this school year and 
a two percent increase next 
year. A large part of that 
must come from the district 
without the state reimburs¬ 
ing it. 

State legislators also 
have increased retirement 
from .5 percent to three 
percent over five years. All 
of the cost has to be borne 
by the district. 

With not all costs in 
yet from June, other ex¬ 


penses include water and sew¬ 
age - $28,915, insurance (all 
types) - $118,852, electricity 
- $189,688, and natural gas 
and propane gas $88,900. 

Asked what the district’s 
greatest need is, Evans said, 
“To be able to offer the best 
programs and opportunities 
for our students.” 

Treasurer Sharron Ad¬ 
ams said, “We can’t cheat our 


students versus those from 
around the state.” 

Even with the financial 
difficulties, Evans says the 
district is doing a good job. 

“Last year we were a high 
priority growth district,” he 
said. 

To inform the voters 
about the needs of the dis¬ 
trict Evans says he wants to 
meet with all facets of the 


community. 

He knows that many 
people have an emotional 
attachment to the Beattyville 
Elementary building, and 
that closing it while trying to 
increase revenues for other 
needs is difficult. 

“We just want to do what 
is best for our young people,” 
Evans said.
